HUNDREDS attended 
Dorchester’s Remem¬ 
brance Sunday service at 
the weekend. 

Crowds spilled across 
the road to both sides of 
The Junction and stood in 
a dignified silence after 
the playing of The Last 
Post. 

For many there were 
tears in their eyes as they 
remembered comrades 
and family members who 
gave their lives in conflicts 
of the past and in more re¬ 
cent years. 

For Dorset soldiers just 
before the laying of 
wreaths there was a read¬ 
ing of the Kohima Epitaph 
for those who lost their 
lives in that campaign: 
“When you go home, tell 


them of us and say: For 
your tomorrow, we gave 
our today.” 

Service soldiers, veterans 
and members of youth or¬ 
ganisations associated 
with the military marched 
to the service, as did town 
councillors led my Mayor 
Andy Canning, who laid 
the first wreath. 

Music for the event was 
provided by the 
Durnovaria Silver Band 
with the town’s Carnival 
Band involved in the 
march. 

Similar services of Re¬ 
membrance were held 
Crossways, once the site of 
a Second World War air¬ 
field, where district coun¬ 
cil vice-chairman

Kirsti was born in Somerset and grew up in a 
hamlet near Horton and Broadway, llminster. She 
now lives in Chard and, before taking on the role 
in Lyme, worked in Bridport for five years as Re¬ 
sponse Officer. 


• WHERE did you work before coming to Lyme Regis? 

Before coming to Lyme Regis I worked in Bridport for five 
years as a response officer, so I already knew the area 
fairly well and always made an excuse to come over on 
patrol, and before that I worked in Poole for three 
years. Before joining the police I was a gym and fitness 
instructor in Taunton. 

• WHY did you decide to come to Lyme Regis? 

I always loved Lyme Regis and came here regularly as a 
child with my family. I can remember on one visit to 
Lyme, early on in my police career thinking to myself 
"wouldn't it be wonderful to work in Lyme Regis, it would 
be the most amazing place to work". Several years later 
here I am and loving it! 

• WHAT do you enjoy about working in the area? 

I love working in Lyme and the surrounding area be¬ 
cause the work is so varied and different. I start my work¬ 
ing day having absolutely no idea what I will be dealing 
with.

All the time though, I still had it in the back of my mind 
that I wanted to be a police officer, so when Dorset Police 
were recruiting I applied again and got in third time 
lucky! I always say to other people that if it's something 
they really want, then not to give up and keep trying. 

• WHAT is the main police concern in Lyme Regis and 
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how are you tackling this? 

At the moment we are concentrating on the "Fatal Four" 
- to reduce the number of people not wearing seatbelts, 
drink and drug driving, inappropriate speeding and 
using a mobile phone whilst driving. This is an ongoing 
successful campaign throughout Dorset but we still need 
to instill in people that there are "No Excuses". 

• WHAT are your personal interests? 

I enjoy running and belong to Chard Roadrunners run¬ 
ning club, where we run come rain or shine! I have run in 
several half marathons and enjoy keeping fit. I love bak¬ 
ing and making cakes and take great pleasure in making 
different things to bring in for my colleagues to try out. 
I also enjoy travelling and have been fortunate enough 
to spend a lot of time travelling with my fiance to some 
of the most wonderful places around the world, of which 
I feel so very, very lucky to have been able to have visited 

• WHICH three items would you want with you on a 
deserted island? 

The three items I would take with me on a deserted is¬ 
land would be a Swiss Army Knife, so that I could build 
myself somewhere to live, a lifetime supply of water and 
a solar powered torch as I hate being alone in the dark! 

• WHICH three people would you invite to your 
dream dinner party? 

The three people I would like to invite to a dinner party 
would be the 14th Dalai Lama -1 think he would be such 
a fascinating man to speak to and having spent some 
time in Tibet, I would love to find out more about his 
views on the current situation and his beliefs. I would 
also like to invite Princess Diana, as I think she was an 
amazing woman with a brilliant sense of humour.

Police issue warning 
after van break-ins 


THEFTS from vans are continuing in 
Dorchester. 

Amongst the latest incidents was the 
rear doors of a Peugeot Boxer van 
being forced whilst it was parked in 
Cambridge Road between 12.30pm 
and 12.40pm on Thursday, November 
8th November. The offender then stole 
power tools from inside. 

Police say that since the end of Octo¬ 
ber there have been 10 vehicles broken 
into with items stolen. The thieves are 
operating overnight and thefts have oc¬ 
curred in the Manor Park and Castle 
Park area of the town. 

The vehicles that are being targeted 
are work vans that contain tools. Items 
stolen include drills, chainsaws and 
other power tools. 

“Residents all over Dorchester who 
own work vans need to take extra care 


to ensure that they remove all their 
tools from the vehicles and leave noth¬ 
ing in the vehicles overnight. 

“If they own a garage then they 
should attempt to lock the vehicle in¬ 
side. These thieves will operate all over 
Dorchester including the rural areas 
and during daylight hours. 

“Just because the Manor Park and 
Castle Park areas have been targeted 
that does not mean that other areas of 
Dorchester will not be affected, “ said 
a spokesman. 

“If residents hear or see any suspi¬ 
cious activity overnight they should 
phone 999 without delay. 

“I would expect the thieves to be 
travelling around in a vehicle so resi¬ 
dents should stay vigilant and report 
any suspicious vehicles to the police.”

Weymouth primary schools have been 
selected for an international showcase 
of young filmmaking talent. 

The Big Splash and the Helpful 
Dead, made for the Olympics by 
pupils at St John’s Primary and Wyke 
Regis Junior schools will be part of 
Electric December, a countdown cal¬ 
endar featuring the best of young peo¬ 
ple’s short films from across Europe.

The draft Local Plan sets out a long term 
planning strategy to meet future housing, em¬ 
ployment and leisure needs. 

It covers issues such as where housing could 
be built, how the economy can be boosted and 
what infrastructure may be needed. 

Publiclt also looks at how climate change 
can be tackled, the environment protected and 
how future developments can be made more 
sustainable. 

Any proposed changes to the draft Local 
Plan will be presented to councillors during 
council meetings in early 2013 before being 
submitted to an independent inspectorate for 
consideration. A public examination will then 
take place in May 2013 before the plan is 
adopted in October 2013.

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College unveils bespoke ironwork screen in Red Garden

KINGSTON Maurward 
College’s blacksmith and 
Forgework tutor Simon 
Grant-Jones, has revealed 
his bespoke ironwork 
screen in the Red Garden 
at Kingston Maurward. 

The screen was commis¬ 
sioned for the Kingston 
Maurward gardens by 
head gardener Nigel 
Hewish who wanted a 
piece of ironwork to reflect 
the period of the 18th Cen¬ 
tury mansion house. 

The beautiful circular de¬ 
sign, which took over 480 
hours to complete, was 
created in iron with Acan¬ 
thus leaves and sun motif 
oil-gilded using 23 % carat 
gold. 

Simon researched and 
manufactured the piece 
using techniques tradi¬ 
tional to the period with in¬ 
spiration taken from the 
work of Robert Bakewell 
and the Davies brothers, 
renowned smiths from the 
18th Century. 

The screen was also used 
to show traditional forge 
techniques in the BBC4 
programme The Black¬ 


smith’s Tale, part of 
BBC4’s Metalworks series 
earlier this year. Simon ap¬ 
peared on BBC’s Turn 
Back Time series in 2010. 

Kingston Maurward 
Charitable Foundation 
Chair, Matthew Price, said: 
‘Simon Grant Jones is one 
of Kingston Maurward’s 
hidden gems, and we 
should be very proud to 
have this extraordinary 
piece of craftsmanship in 
our gardens.” 

Simon has recently been 
awarded Licentiate of the 
Worshipful Company of 
Blacksmiths as a Recog¬ 
nised Teacher of the Trade, 
one of only a dozen in the 
country, and crowned UK 
National Champion Black¬ 
smith for 2012 from sev¬ 
eral hundred competitors. 

The piece was unveiled 
by Gardener Roger Hab- 
good, the longest serving 
member of staff at 
Kingston Maurward, along 
with staff and College 
Governors followed by a 
reception at the Animal 
Park Visitors Centre. 

Simon said: “I’m over¬ 



whelmed at the turnout 
and the amount of support 
from family and staff for 
the unveiling. I thoroughly 
enjoyed the project, and I 


want to thank Nigel 
Hewish for asking me to 
do it. 

“From researching into 
the history of the period, 


through to paint colours, 
and exhibiting the screen 
at the county shows - it’s 
been a big professional 
journey for me. 


“I wanted to be able to 
do something for the 
Kingston Maurward Gar¬ 
dens that would last for 
generations to come.”

ADOPTION experts in Dorset are calling out for people 
who can make a difference to children’s lives.

Enquiries from single people; couples, including same 
sex couples; people of all backgrounds; and people of 
all religions and none, will all be considered. 

Councillor Toni Coombs, Cabinet member for children 
s services at Dorset County Council, said: “There are 
many children in Dorset who need the stability and love 
from a family for life. We're looking for people from all 
walks of life and backgrounds. 

“The process in Dorset is thorough, but it's also one of 
the quickest in the country and we can give you a huge 
amount of support available through training, support 
groups and individual advice. 

“Adopting a child can be really rewarding, and we 
would love to hear from you if you are interested in find¬ 
ing out more.”

ART LECTURE AT 
DORSET COUNTY 
MUSEUM 

JOHN Craxton (1922-2009), one of the most impor¬ 
tant British artists of the 20th century, spent a lot of 
time in Dorset during a nomadic youth. Here he 
learned his love of wild landscapes. 

Hailing from a musical, Bohemian clan in London 
he paid prolonged childhood visits to the ancient 
cob house on Cranborne Chase belonging to his 
uncle and aunt - both of them artists - and when the 
family home was blitzed in 1941 he moved with his 
friend E.Q. Nicholson to Alderholt Mill House. 

Having worked closely with Lucian Freud, and 
when at the peak of his youthful fame as a Neo-Ro- 
mantic artist, he discovered Greece. He lived there 
from 1946 - perfecting a joyful art celebrating the 
lives of sailors and shepherds in pictures influenced 
by Picasso and Byzantine mosaics. 

Ian Collins knew Craxton well for his last decade 
and finally won permission to write a monograph 
which the artist had vetoed since the 1940s. It has 
been named as an Apollo magazine book of the year 
and shortlisted for the Greek cultural Criticos Prize. 

At Dorset County Museum Ian will introduce a 
short film by Sir David Attenborough, Craxton's close 
friend and collector, and outline a supremely happy 
and creative life via scores of ravishing images.

There's also a poem called The 
Stagecoach' by Dorset dialect poet, William Barnes, 
which was set to music over 100 years ago. 

With a lot of enthusiasm, an atmospheric venue 
and some audience participation, the evening is ex¬ 
pected to run with a swing.

WITH a career as prolific as 
Georgie Fame's it is impossible to 
summarise with a few para¬ 
graphs, but perhaps the starting 
point can be recognised as March 
1962 when Georgie Fame and the 
Blue Flames took up what was to 
be a three-year residency as the 
house band at the Flamingo Club 
in London's Soho district. Accord¬ 
ing to Georgie, they played 
"rhythm and blues all-nighters to 
black American GIs, West Indians, 
pimps, prostitutes and gangsters." 

The band's reputation as "the 
epitome of cool" spread rapidly, 
and in 1963 their first album, 
Rhythm and Blues at the 
Flamingo, was recorded live at 
the club.

Convincing cup win for Weymouth 


THE local leagues took a holiday on Saturday 
last and the day was devoted to Cup and 
Vase action.

FOLLOWING the FA Cup victory over 
Plymouth Argyle, the boot was on the 
other foot when Dorchester visited 
Didcot Town in the FATrophy.

Matthews was in action again soon 
after the break acrobatically denying 
James Clark before Mark Jermyn fired 
over the bar at the other end.

This signalled Dorchester's fight 
back and they slowly took control;

"Although he played at full-back at 
Truro City we moved him up front 
with Ben Watson and his finishes for 
the two goals were fantastic."
